The Dixie has made many a mistake, but good intentions 
have resulted in as much trouble as have bad. Take the 
sad case of the correction of last week onthe chaffeur 
company of the quartermaster regiment: 


y A reporter wrote an article about the boys, giving a

as known, is notable only for a

A lone rickety frame reaches 
above the pines. It is a four story 
structure, without walls, that 
housed the principle industry of 
the city without tenants, a plant 
that manufactured wood alcohol, 

In the interest of sociology, the 
past, or my own curiosity, I 
sought some information regard- 
ing the origin and decline of the 
city well-camouflaged in the 
thick woods. I learned that by 
talking to the present inhabitants 
one may learn a lot of things but 
not too much about the town of 
Fullertown. Perhaps a Louisiana 
geography of pre-war vintage 
would be a better source. 

The house I approached was 
old, spacious in a spreading sense, 
but in fairly good condition. The 
barns in the rear, however, badly 
needed reinforcing or replace- 
ment. I learned that in Fuller- 
# town’s heyday—or existence—the 
{ property was a dairy. 

A section of the front porch 
was partitioned. Behind the 
wire screens two squirrels ner- 
vously ran back and forth. I pac- 
ed on the other side. 

Geneva, a large, pleasant fac- 
ed girl, answered the door after 
some time.
